To Teach Crafts 

Will Take Part In 
Red Cross Program 
At Vall ey For ge 

At the request of the Army, the 
program of instructions in arts 
and crafts conducted by the Red 
Cross at Valley Forge General Hos- 
pital is to be expanded to a degree 
amounting to double its present 
rate of activity. 

This was announced by Mrs. 
Theodore A. Phillips chairman of 
the Main Line Branch, who said, 
the augumented program requires 
the immediate recruiting of 100 
or more volunteer instructors to 
carry on the work with convales- 
cent patients. 

At present, approximately 100 
artists, craftsmen, and executives 
are assisting in the program, each 
giving one-half day a week or more 
to the project — a few devoting 
themselves to even fuller schedules 
dally. L . 

Actual instruction at present is 
given to the wounded — sometimes 
at bedside — between two and four 
o'clock every afternoon, Monday 
through Friday. The expanded 
program contemplates carrying on 
classes in every, ward and on sun 
porches adjoining the awards. 
Morning classes are being con- 
sidered. , , 

Subjects taught and for which 
additional instructors are needed 
include: drawing, free hand and 
mechanical:; sculpture; painting: 
pottery and ceramic jewelry: lea- 
thercraft; weaving: and a few 
forms of metal working. 

The program is under the direc- 
tion of the Arts and Skills Corps, 
whose chairman is Mrs. Raeburn 
White. Mrs. Alan Crawford, execu- 
tive vice-chairman of the Corps, is 
in direct charge of the work at the 
Hospital. 

The urgently needed additional 
instructors are asked to apply for 
work at the hospital through >,iie 
Arts and Skills Corps at 'Chapter 
Headquarters. 511 N. Broad St. or 
at Branch Headquarters in Ard- 
more.

William knowing that too radloal 
editorials are not permitted In the school paper consulted 
the principal to learn whether this letter was to be shelved. 
The following Letter never has, or never will be printed 
In the Merlonlte: 

Letter to the Editor 

Dear Sir: ' 

I am a new student in L. M. and I would like 
to tell you exactly what I think of this highly over- 
rated institution. Ever since I was .a child Phila- 
delphia was referred to constantly as the "City of 
Brotherly Love." Naturally when I left my home I 
was sorry but somehow knowing that Philadelphia 
was to be my new home made things look brighter. 
This frame of mind proved to be my first mistake. 

Although I tried to be pleasant and friendly 
when I came to L. M. people seemed to regard me as 
a creature from another planet. Perhaps it was be- 
cause I had no blue-blood or moneybags in evi- 
dence The attitude of my classmates" seemed to be 
that since I had not known them from romper days 
on up that I was an object to be avoided. 

Even you my dear predjudiced editor of a class 
conscious paper can see that this is a highly unde- 
sirable state of affairs. Failing to gain any slight 
degree of encouragement in the high powered social 
life, I turned to studies, out of sheer boredom, I 



guess. Matters here are even more shocking. Though 
the work in L. M. is supposed to be of a superior 
quality I find that a ridiculously small amount of 
work in any class will bring above average marks. 
This however is not my complaint on the scholastic 
side of L. M. life. My only observation is that never 
in my limited life have I ever seen such a tremend- 
ous amount of flagrant cheating. I have found that 
cheating is considered the smart thing, the. normal 
thing, rather than a very rare exception. This is 
not my idea of a sound education! 

I grant you that Lower Merion has beautiful 
buildings, an intelligent faculty, and plenty of the 
outward facets of a superior high school, but to one 
who has uncovered the psuedo-sophistication, snob- 
bery, and indifference to moral values the surface 
things mean nothing at all. 

Whether or not you print this is a matter of lit- 
tle importance to me. But if publication of this 
letter will make any impression on the minds of 
"Merionites" perhaps it would be a good idea. 

The principal objected to the letter on the 
grounds that it did not state any constructive sug- 
gestions to overcome the conditions. He is indeed 
right. 

However, no revolution would have occurred if 
the above brain storm had been printed. I person- 
ally agree with everything said in the letter except 
about the school work. Other pupils have also re- 
peatedly voiced their objections to the "clique rule," 
now more than ever prevailing, at L. M.

The one-day drive for the Amer- 
ican Red Cross War Fund on the 
Main Line succeeded in putting the 
Main LineTBranch over the top for 
the first time. . 

Thomas H. Lineaweaver, chair- 
man of the 1945 campaign, an- 
nounced today that 101 per cent 
of the goal had been subscribed to 
date but that several more dis- 
tricts stiJl had to be canvassed. 

The March 4th concentrated 
campaign, introduced for the first 
time in the Southeastern Pennsyl- 
vania Chapter by the Main Line 
Branch, brought in 15 per cent 
more than the six-week drive had 
produced last year. 

Goal for the local branch this 
vear was 70.000 Red Cross Shares, 
each of five dollars denomination.

Bryn 
Mawr. won a test of strength and 
an endorsement of his candidacy 
for Lower Merion Township treas- 
urer at a meeting of the Town- 
ship's committeemen and women 
in Ardmore Tuesday night. 

Although Peter C. Hess, Bala, 
the present treasurer and tax col- 
lector, has given no indication he 
intends to break a political agree- 
ment and seek office for a sixth 
term he allowed his name to be 
voted upon at the committee meet- 
ing in the Township Building. 

Results of the secret balloting 
were as follows: . 

Hammonds. 19; Hess. 12; Orion 
Kline. Gladwyne. 4; Florence Car- 
ter, General Wayne District, 
three. 

The 38 committeemen and wo- 
men from the Township's 19 elec- 
tion districts either voted per- 
sonally or by proxy. 

The iob of treasurer pays $20,- 
000 and upwards annually. 

Purpose of the meeting, it was 
said, was to indicate to Hess, who 
has said he will be a candidate for 
a sixth term, that a number of 
Committeemen and women are 
not in favor of his candidacy and 
want him to abide by an agree- 
ment lie made four years ago 
that he would not be a candidate 
for a sixth term if given no Op- 
position for a fifth. Hes wasn't 
oOjtOEsd for,, the fifth term. - 

Asked if he intended staying in 
the contest. Hess was undecided. 
Lower Merion leaders, all of 
whom are on mast friendly terms 
with Hess, are convinced that he 
cannot win another term. They 
have gone to much trouble, isuch 
as last night's meeting), in trying 
to convince him that he can't win 
and are trying to have him with- 
draw before he is subjected to 
defeat at the hands of the elec- 
torate after a long and successful 
career in politics. They would like 
him to announce his retirement 
now. 

Ever since Kline announced 
himself as a candidate observers 
felt there was some kind of a 
Hess string attached to it. It 
doesn't make sense to most peo- 
ple that Kline, a loyal employe for 
many years, who is paid $3,600 a 
year by Hess, would be making a 
sincere effort, to steal his boss' 
pob, especially when, the boss 
wants to keep it himself. And. in- 
cidentally, Kline is being contin- 
ued on Hess' payroll.

V-l Robot Bomb 
On Display Here 

The only German V-l robot 
bomb in this country, a jet-pro- 
pelled projectile that landed on 
London and failed to explode, 
was brought here today by the 
United Nations Council of Phila- 
delphia. 

The bomb, comparatively in- 
tact, was sent to this country by 
the British government and is 
being exhibited on the fourth 
floor of Snellenburgs', 12th and 
Market Sts. 

Also on exhibition is an exact 
metal and wood large scale model 
of the V-l robot bomb, construct- 
ed by the U. S. Army Air Forces 
at Boiling Field, Washington, D. 
C. It is being exhibited here for 
the first time. 

Dozens of huge photographs 
showing the widespread destruc- 
tion of lives and property the 
robot bombs have caused in Lon- 
don also are on display. 



County Continues 
One MiBTax Rate 

Commissioners Set 
$2,335,021 Budget 
For 1945 



Continuing the record low tax 
rate first established in 1943, 
Montgomery County Commission- 
ers Foster C. Hillegass. Fred C. 
Peters and Raymond K. Mensch 
today fixed the 1945 tax rate on 
real estate for County purposes at' 
one- mHL ...,-■.,..-.- • — 

This tax rate is one of the low- 
est for the 67 counties of Penn- 
sylvania. 

At the same time, the Budget 
for 1945 for County purposes was 
adopted by the Commissioners. 
Estimated receipts and expedi- 
tures balance at $2,335,021.39. 

Listed under capital reserve 
funds in the Budget is an entry 
of $200,000 ear-marked for post- 
war expenditures. This is provid- 
ed for bv a 1943 Act of Assembly 
which prohibits expenditures from 
this fund until six months after 
the war ends. 

The tax rate and budget for the 
County Institution District will be 
adopted at a later date. La.st 
year's Institution District rate of 
one-half mill is expected to be 
continued.

Suggest Counties 
Take Senile Cases 

State Senator Heyburn 
Asked to Block 
Move 

State Senator Weldon B. Hey- 
burn. Delaware County's repre- 
sentative in the Upper House at 
Harrisburg, was asked this week 
to block a move to turn over sen- 
ile and harmless persons in State 
institutions to county institutions. 

Cooperation of Senator Hey- 
burn in preventing this additional 
burden from be foisted onto the 
counties was suggested by Clar- 
ence L. Conner, president of the 
Delaware County Board of Com- 
missioners. 

Conner said that the State Wel- 
fare Department had given two 
reasons for this suggestion: 

1. Over-crowded conditions in 
State institutions. 

2. Shortage of help. 

In his letter to Senator Heyburn 
the county commissioner says: 

"As to the over-crowded condi- 
tions, it is my thought there are 
manv hundreds of people now pa- 
tients in these State Institutions 
able to pay for private care and 
who should not be there. I have a 
case in mind of a man whose wife 
was in an institution paying $80 
a week (he was able to pay it) 
and he had her moved to Norris- 
town when the maximum the 
State will collect is approximately 
$26 a month. 

"As to reason number two 
"shortage of help", it is high time 
the State of Pennsylvania realized 
that they cannot expect people to 
work much longer for salaries now 
being paid State Employees. In 
Norristown. -for instance, an At- 
tendant gets the munificent sum of 
$750 a year and maintenance. For 
a like position in our County In- 
stitution District we pay $1,330 a 
vear and maintenance. Graduate 
Nurses at Norristown start at $1.- 
280 a year and maintenance, 
whereas we pay $1,530 and main- 
tenance. All in all it looks as if the 
State had better give some thought 
to these two problems, in other 
words, get their own house in order 
before they start looking for the 
easy way out."

Their lot is a tough one. The 
worst part is that they're over 
water every inch of the way to 
Japan, every inch of the way 
back.

The flak and fighters over Ja- 
pan are bad enough, but that 
tense period is fairly short. They 
are over the empire only from 20 
minutes to an hour, depending on 
their target. Jap fighters follow 
them only about 15 minutes off 
the coast. 

What gives the boys the woollies 
is "sweating out" those six or 
seven hours of ocean beneath 
them on the way back. To make it 
worse, it's usually at night. 

Some of them are bound to be 
shot up, and just staggering along. 
There's always the danger of run- 
ning out of gas. from many forms 
of overconsumption.

EDITORIAL 

UNDEMOCRATIC TACTICS IN THE 
ROSEMONT SCHOOL ISSUE 

Rosemont residents, working themselves up over the pros- 
pect of having a public school in their backyard, will have a 
third hearing before the Lower Merion School Board Monday 
night. 

So far, they have been unable to impress the School Board, 
local newspapers or other citizens that postwar plans for a Rose- 
mont school should be changed. Their main objection still rests 
on the untenable assumption that a public school in Rosemont 
will depreciate the exclusiveness of the neighborhood. 

Another factor limits the effectiveness of this group's pro- 
test. They do not speak for the majority of Rosemont residents. 
Only a few properties are anywhere near the proposed school 
site. Even these would be protected from noise and deprecia- 
tion by landscap screening. Yet this small group of fearful 
home owners, who' would set their small fears against the de- 
velopment of one of the country's finest public education sys- 
tems, have been able to stir up tremendous opposition. The 
clamor they have been able to arouse is out of proportion to the 
issue and the immediate property owners involved. The same 
number of middle class people, attempting a similar protest 
elsewhere, would be shouted down without fawning apologies. 

With talent, money and connections at their disposal this 
■ protesting group have been able to raise confounding and con- 
fusing issues, which their attorney-leader, Albert Ward, is well 
aware wouldn't be permitted as testimony in any court of law. 
He has attempted to berate the school directors' past procedures; 
he has questioned the soundness of their realty transactions; 
their administrative policies — all to gain one point — that a pub- 
lic school shall not be built in Rosemont. With some of these 
charges — such as the holding of executive sessions and the secret 
transactions of real estate or other deals — we are in hearty ac- 
cdrd. But, also, we recognize that these issues are secondary 
and are raised to confound the main issue. 

At the last, hearing the attorney for the residents read ten 
points on which he condemned School Board action. Several 
of these points had to do with the undemocratic practices yet, 
at the same time, this group was setting itself up against the 
development of public education which, in itself, is the corner 
stone of democracy. 

There is other and more serious evidence that some of the 
more unscrupulous of the Rosemont group are restoring to un- 
democratic instruments to block the School Board plan. Fond 
concern over our democratic institutions loses a lot of weight 
when it is voiced by a group which is satisfied to overlook demo- 
cratic principles to gain its point. 

These undemocratic instruments concern innuendo threats 
against individual members of the School Board; attempts to 
persuade them into betraying their public trust by tampering 
with their source of livelihood; cancelling professional services — 
all the petty subterfuges that some men of importance are capa- 
ble of in their weakest moments. 

• Influence of this nature is shameful. It belies the worthi- 
ness of the cause for which they fight. It hampers the cause 
from winning by the strength of its own argument. Pressure 
of big business, economic intimidation, veiled threats of recrim- 
inations have no place in Lower Merlon's school or municipal 
government. 

We hope the School Board stands firm. 

Triumph of a minority group of residents, employing such 
tactics, would not only upset the School Board's postwar pro- 
gram but it would establish a precedent for the intimidation of 
public officials and disregard of democratic procedure.

students as much a part of Lower Merion as the 
college preparatory group? Because of conditions 
at home or other reasons, these students will not 
continue their schooling after high school. They 
will want to look back upon their high school days 
with the same delight as the college preparatory 
students will look back on college years. The ma- 
jority do not wish to remember L. M. as it exists to- 
day a society of cliquehoods. Most probably they 
will have a much better time if they remember 
Junior high where there were no fraternities or 
sororities. 

Fraternities and sororities tend to make stu- 
dents club together which is a fine thing outside 
school hours. It goes without saying that usually 
the president of various organizations are member 
of frats and sororities and therefore when a chair- 
man for a committee is needed they naturally chose 
a fellow fraternity member or a person from an- 
other frat or sorority. Fraternities and sororities 
are banned by the high school. However, they still 
exist outside school and hence a reaction from them 
is recidedly felt in the school. 

These "outlawed" organizations are by no means 
the only disease germ creating a mental sickness in 
non-cliquehood members. The school paper itself 
either Intentionally or not weekly adds insult to in- 
jury with such columns as the Flashlight Caught, 
Who's Who, Schorches, and pictures taken around 
the campus. All these items rarely feature anyone 
outside of the moneyed cliques. For clarity it might 
be well to mention here that cliques is synmonous 
with fraternities and sororities. I'm not advocating 
free love or anything of the sort but an equal chance 
for all. Lower Merion is a public, not private school!

Dogs picked up without licenses 
will be destroyed unless they are 
adopted at once. 

Licensing of dogs is being han- 
dled through a special licensing 
bureau set up in the Municioal 
Building at Oakmont. John F. 
Welch, licensing agent, has issued 
264 licenses as compared to 135 



licenses issued for the same period 
last year. 

Action of the commissioners 
Monday night was prompted by 
numerous complaints received by 
the police and commissioners of 
dogs running loose in the town- 
ship. 

Last year stray dogs caused 
considerable damage to victory 
gardens throughout the township. 

Superintendent Siegle, ' who is 
also chairman of Defense Council, 
said that an early campaign 
against stray dogs would help the 
Victory Garden program. 

The superintendent urged resi- 
dents to license their dogs at once 
and keep them from running at 
large, 

"A strict enforcement of the 
dog' law in Haverford Township," 



he said, "will coordinate rabies 
control with similar programs be- 
ing conducted in the adjoining 
townships of Upper Darby and 
Lower Merion." 

Upper Darby recently sent out 
orders for strict enforcement of 
the dog law and Is now charging 
$3 a day board for the impound- 
ing of licensed animals.
